Feds Probe Cuomo’s Southampton COVID 


Tests, Reports Say 


BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


Federal prosecutors are reportedly investigating 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo’s office for alleged fast-tracking 
of COVID-19 tests for his family, including his CNN 
host brother Chris Cuomo, who’s been staying at his 
Southampton home. 

The U.S. Attorney for the Eastern District of New 
York, which prosecutes federal crimes on Long Is- 
land, started looking into the accusations as it ex- 
panded its probe of the administration’s. alleged un- 
derreporting of the coronavirus nursing home death 
data, according to The New York Times and The Wall 
Street Journal, which both cited anonymous sources 
in their reporting. Prosecutors declined to comment 
and the governor's office did not respond to a request. 

“Prosecutors have recently contacted and sched- 
uled interviews with officials in the Democratic gov- 
ernor’s office who worked on the testing program,” 
The Journal reported. 

As Dan’s Papers has reported, the State Assem- 
bly’s judiciary committee has been investigating the 


_ administration’s alleged prioritization of virus tests 


for friends, family and others in the early days of 
the pandemic when tests were not widely available, 


which raises the question of whether he or his staff vi- 


olated state laws against public officials granting such 
favoritism. The committee is handling the allegation 
as part of a larger impeachment inquiry into accusa- 

tions the governor sexually harassed several women, 
whether his recent $5 million book deal LIDEOEE TY 
used state resources and other claims. 

State law prohibits government officials from us- 
ing “his or her official position to secure unwarranted 
privileges or exemptions for himself or herself or oth- 
ers, including but not limited to, the misappropria- - 
tion to himself, herself or to others of the property, 
services or other resources of the state for private 
business - other compensated nomgerey ae 
purposes.” 

CNN had issued a statement downplaying the al- 
legations, saying it was “not surprising” the broad- 
caster sought the governor’s help before the Cuomo 
Prime Time host was diagnosed with COVID-19.

his silhouette of the 

State of New York has 
come into common use in 
recent days. I’ve seen it on 
milk cartons.

he first day that felt like summer

A lot 
of local hubs came up with clever ways 
to stay open, at least partially, with 
outdoor events (like the Hamptons In- 
ternational Film Festival and the Sag 
Harbor Cinema hosting drive-in mov- 
ies last summer, or Guild Hall’s “Play 
in the Garden”). But with restrictions 
easing and vaccinations rising, many

more of the East End institutions are 
starting to open up, and both the peo- 
ple behind the scenes and in front of 
the microphones couldn’t be happier. 

“I wrote a song a few years back, 
with the ironic title ‘Please Don’t 
Dance,” says Gene Casey. “Never did 
I realize that I would actually have to 
tell audiences to stay in their seats, six 
feet apart, masked.” 


Casey, known as one of the hardest- 
working singer-songwriters on the 
East End, with upwards of 150 gigs ina 
regular year, “As of this writing we have 
done exactly three gigs this year in front 
of live audiences, and for us it’s been 
like astronauts returning to Earth,” he 
continues.

But places like The Talkhouse, 
which has an indoor stage and not a 
lot of room outdoors, is open but with 
protocols in place. 
_ “We have been open for the past 
month, following all state-mandated 
COVID safety requirements such as 
mandatory seating, distancing, curfews 
and masks for entry and exit,” says 


Nick Kraus, a partner in The Stephen. 


Talkhouse. “As the state relaxes these 
requirements we will follow their guid- 
ance. Our first priority has always been 
to have our customers, staff and talent 
feel safe and comfortable during these 
extraordinary times. We look forward 
to things getting back to ‘normal,’ 
whatever that means, and hope to see 
everyone on the dance floor soon.” 
Rachel Bosworth at the Southamp- 
ton Arts Center reports that the cul- 
tural institution “continues to follow 
all New York State and CDC guidelines 
for all programs and events,” which 
includes an upcoming cocktail party, 
“WHIMSY in the Garden” on June 
25. At Southampton Cultural Center, 
concerts are starting up again, using 
Agawam Park right across the street. 
.Over at Guild Hall, the John Drew 
Theater’s artistic director Josh Glad- 
stone is enthusiastic about the sum- 
mer lineup, which continues to utilize 
outdoor spaces. “The performing arts 
are bounding back at Guild Hall with 


an amazingly creative summer. cel-' 


ebration of our 90th season,” he says. 
“We've got exclusive, star-studded vir- 
tual content with artists like Angelique 
Kidjo, Bill Irwin and Salman Rushdie, 


as well as shows popping up every- 
where from our parking lot out to the 
edge of Gardiner’s Bay.” The “Play in 
the Garden” series creates an intimate 
space for audience members to enjoy 
theater; “just pack your beach chairs 
and blanket,” Gladstone says. 

Lynn Blue, another singer-song- 
writer with upcoming gigs, offered up 
her thoughts on live music after lock- 
down. “Music is so powerful; it brings 
people together and it brings people 
joy,” she says. “After a year of isolation

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Our Amazing 
History: The 
Invasion of 1777

id you ever wonder if the leader of a hostile enemy 

force would put his finger on a map of the Hamp- 
tons and tell his men, “Okay, let’s do it.” Well, it’s hap- 
pened. Four times. Guns blazing. This week is an ac- 
count of the attack in the Hamptons in 1777. 

The Hamptons were invaded during the revolution. 
Earlier in the war, Gen. George Washington and his 
ragtag rebel army of 12,000 faced off against 32,000 
British redcoats in the Battle of Brooklyn, also called 
the Battle of Long Island, in 1776. The British won, and 
chased the remains of the American army across New 
Jersey to Pennsylvania where the Americans camped 
for the brutal winter of 1776-77 while the British con- 
solidated their gains to include Manhattan, New Jersey 
and all of Long Island from Brooklyn to Montauk. No 
fighting took place in the Hamptons at that time be- 
cause there was no American army out here. The British 
just took over, and their occupying armies demanded 
the citizenry sign loyalty papers to the king. The British 
army also took whatever they wanted from the citizenry 
here. Livestock, furniture, hay and vegetables. Needless 


to say, they were much hated. These supplies went to 
fortify the occupying redcoats, not only in the Hamp- 
tons but also along the rest of Long Island. What could 
anyone do? 

There had been a fiery band of young men who'd 
served in Hamptons militias fighting the British in 
Brooklyn, but after the loss, they fled across Long Is- 
land Sound to the safety of Connecticut, which was still 
in rebel hands. There, 50 men led by Lt. Col. Return 
Jonathan Meigs got together and studied maps. The 
finger was pointed at Sag Harbor. It was there, on Long 
Wharf, that the British had built warehouses to contain 
the war material coming in from the homeland and the 
valuables from the local citizenry leaving for England. 
All this was guarded from offshore by a large fleet of 
British Men O’ War anchored in Gardiners Bay and a 
force on the Wharf of British guards to keep everything 
safe. Meigs’ plan was for a rebel group of about 243 men 
to sail small whaleboats and two armed sloops across 
Long Island Sound at night, overwhelm the soldiers at 
Long Wharf, set fire to the warehouses and then with- 
draw. “The Americans—losers—could still sting,” would 
be the message, and it would become known around 
the world. The boats sailed from New London around 
9 p.m. on May 23, 1777. They could not go around Ori- 
ent Point and right up to Long Wharf. The British fleet 
would stop them. Instead, as displaced Long Islanders, 
they knew another way. ' 

Around midnight, the fleet of whaleboats landed at a 
Long Island Sound beach on the North Fork where that 
peninsula is only 100 yards wide. This is a place today 


known as Truman Beach. Dragging their heavy whale-

~ boats through the wetlands there, they relaunched them 


into Peconic Bay and quietly rowed around the western 
side of Shelter Island to pull their whaleboats up at a 
South Fork beach about six miles west of Sag Harbor 
(about where the Mill Creek Marina is now). It was 
about 2 a.m. From there, they walked east for two hours 
through the night to make their presence known at Long 
Wharf with gunfire. The British guards, awakened sud- 
denly at 5 a.m. by Meigs and his men, fought briefly, but 
then—mostly in pajamas and hungover from an earlier 
drunken party—surrendered after the first gunfire. All 
99 were taken prisoner and, as the warehouses burned

to the ground, marched back by Meigs and his men to 


the whaleboats and the trip back to Connecticut and 
prison. Six British soldiers were killed, 90 captured and 
12 boats small sunk. All Americans returned safely from 
the Battle of Sag Harbor.

iG ocated on the North Fork, this home at the wa- 
ter’s edge boasts 180-degree panoramic views 
of the bay from nearly every room. Inspired by all 
things nautical, the home at 1200 1st Street 

in New Suffolk is listed at $2.295 million 
with Douglas Elliman’s Kristy Naddell. 

The bayfront abode is known as the 
“houseboat” because, according to 
the listing, “it truly feels as if you are 
on a private, luxury yacht once you 
step inside.” 

The two-story upside-down house 
takes full advantage of the water 
views. The four-bedroom, three-and-a- 
half bath was “meticulously designed with 
customized built-in hardwood furniture,” and is 
trimmed with fir wood, solid white pine doors and 
“elegantly chic lighting fixtures,” the listing says. 

A modern staircase leads from the front door to

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The Hamptons Real Estate Market Shift: 
People Are Figuring Out 
How to Have It All

43 oday’s real estate market is 
complex nationwide. All time 
low listing inventory is met with 
historic buyer demand. That said, the 
Hamptons 2020 buying spree is over 
and 2021's Hamptons real estate market 
is showing its strength of character. If 
positive conditions persist and widely 
accepted economic forecasts come to 
fruition, overall market-pricing should 
continue to improve in 2021. 

New listings have been on an upward 
trajectory since January, but it is likely 
that the new supply won’t be enough 
to alter the course of Hamptons real 
estate price increases anytime soon, 
as overall supply decreased 20% from 
January 1 to May 1. Given the decrease 
in supply between April 1 and May 1 
was only 3%, the story could be differ- 
ent if new listing supply continues to 
increase through the summer season. 
Supply and other factors will deter- 
mine the market’s future.. 

The Hamptons real estate market 
benefits from a set of economic cir- 
cumstances that most of the country 
does not, which impacts the market 
in a unique way outside of the supply- 
demand ratio and has caused a shift in 
the nature of the market. 

In 2020, news articles noted home 
amenity products like hot tubs and gym 
equipment selling out and contractors 
backed up from the influx of home ren- 
ovation requests. Homeowners have 
upgraded their homes and lifestyles. 

To help explain the impact of this 
trend, Hamptons Market Data reached 
out to Jack Kelly and Louis Myrick, co- 
founders of JK Domestic Collection, a 


premier global search firm that special- 


izes in high-end domestic staffing. 

“For decades, Hamptons homeown- 
ers on a Friday afternoon would pile 
the kids and a nanny in the back seat 
of their SUV and bear the brutal traffic 
of 27 East to their beach residence in 
.the Hamptons,” Kelly explains. “Those 
days are over. There has been a mas- 
sive exit from the city this past year to 
make the Hamptons their permanent 
residence.” 

According to Kelly, seasonal hires 
have turned into full-time positions, 
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live-out domestic staff have shifted to 
live-in, and salaries have jumped 30% 
in the last year. . 

“The role of the butler is back in full 
swing,” he shares. “We are seeing a 
lot of recent graduates from hospital- 
ity school who can’t find employment 
in the hotel sector are taking on these 
roles of butler/majordomo. Clients are 
requesting two butlers for both the lady 
and gentleman of the house.” 

The modern butler role creates playl- 
ists for the house, orders luxury home 
goods online, plans the winter getaway 
to Aspen and purchases wines at auc- 
tion to revamp the wine cellar. 

It’s not just the ultra-high net worth 
homeowners’ employing _ full-time, 
live-in staff. This option is being uti- 
lized anywhere homeowners have 
disposable income. Though perhaps 
a response to COVID shutdowns, will 
these personalized luxury services be 
abandoned as we move toward a post- 
COVID world? 

“The world has changed,” Myrick 
says. “We have reimagined how we 
work and live. Some will go back to 
how it was, but some won't,” he con- 
tinues, admitting a sense of surprise 
that clients have been willing to give up 
cherished guest bedrooms in favor of 
full time staff. 

Unlike 2020, when the market was 
essentially a frenzied rush on prop- 
erty where buyers were making do 
with what was available to purchase, 
the Hamptons.2021 market is showing 
buyers adjusting their searches to how 
they believe they will be living as the

world finds its post-COVID normal. We 
have already seen this start to happen 
in the first quarter of 2021. 

“What began as a ‘what you can get’ 
caravan of houses up to around $7.5 
million ultimately pushed my clients’ 
budget well beyond $10 million,” says 
real estate agent R.C. Atlee of Compass. 

After working with his clients for a 
few months, Atlee was surprised. “They 
started asking to see $12-15 million 
properties, and I thought ‘Bummer, I 
didn’t take you for looky-loos, but in 
fact it was what Id call ‘education by 
inventory that adjusted their budget 


to their tastes and needs—as well as 


helping them substantiate the value of 
a purchase at that price point.” 

While many families had hoped to 
travel this summer, slow vaccine roll- 
outs in Europe, as well as projected 
ongoing shutdowns internationally, 
have led to some homeowners’ deci- 
sion to stay put one more summer. 
Pre-construction is selling, suggesting 
these buyers plan to be in the market 
at least a year from now. Signs point 
to people not only wanting to be in the 
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Hamptons now, but also in the foresee- 
able future. 

“Today’s buyers are asking more 
questions than the buyers of 2020,” Pa- 
tricia Wadzinski of Sotheby’s Interna- 
tional Realty reports. “It’s still a seller’s 


market because of the lack of inven- 


tory, but buyers, while still competing 
with other buyers, are also negotiating 
more strategically.” 

“My pool of buyers has definitely 
shifted,” Adam Hofer of Douglas Elli- 
man says. “Last year, the majority just 
wanted to get the deal done right away, 
so they were pretty flexible on the price 
and location,” he explains. “The desire 
to purchase is still strong and buyers 
100% want to be here, but these are 
long-term purchasers, and they're not 
as willing to make sacrifices.” . 
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“Unfortunately, sellers are hanging 


onto headlines about increases in pric- 
ing and bidding wars,” Hofer contin- 
ues. “While those stats and stories are 
true in some cases, I think many sellers 
are being too rigid for today’s market 
negotiations.” 

“You have these properties in good 
locations coming to the market that are 
priced relative to the most recent sale,” 
Joe Fuer, Senior Managing Director 


of Compass in the Hamptons, further - 


explains. “Those are the properties get-_ 


ting bid up, but they don’t represent 
the market as a whole.” 

Fuer confirms that the market is still 
saturated with sellers who want to be 
aggressive by employing “COVID pric- 


ing.” While buyers are interested in 


those listings, they really won’t bid up, 
or even bid, if the property isn’t every- 
thing they want. When they do bid, ne- 
gotiations have gotten longer and more 
involved. 

“It’s not just buying to buy something 
anymore; now, the property has to fit 
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something particular,” agrees Wadz- 
inski, who also sees an increase in the 
number of buyers who are committed 
to being in the Hamptons long term. 
“Those buyers should absolutely stay 
the course,” she advises. “I had buyers 
three years ago who really wanted to 
be here, but they couldn’t wrap their 
heads around the prices then. Well, 
they're kicking themselves now.” 
Many people that Hamptons Market 
Data has spoken to think that as real 
estate in New York City picks up, this 
- means a return to city life and an exo-

Despite dramatic headlines, -the 
Hamptons real estate market has got- 
ten quieter.

Buyers 
are seeking out larger apartments as 
evidenced by the UrbanDigs Market 
Pulse up 57% year-over-year for two- 
bedroom apartments and up 60% for 
three-plus bedroom apartments. This 
‘is compared to one-bedrooms seeing 
a Market Pulse rise of 21% and studio 
apartments seeing a decline of 8% 
from this time last year (late April).” 
Despite this uptick for NYC real es- 
tate and even a preference for a larger 
apartment, Hamptons Market Data 
believes there is strong evidence to 
suggest that as people contemplate 
and return to city life, keeping a sec- 
ondary home location proximate to 
the boroughs will continue as a strong 
popular trend. If anything, though of- 


ten apples to oranges, comparing NYC - 


and Hamptons real estate market data 
indicates that people are figuring out 
how to have it all. 

In a market that has continued to 
tighten for more than six months in a 
row, buyers and sellers with disposable 
income, though committed to transact, 
are. increasingly coming head to head 
and attempting to use the options that 
this kind of income provides against 
one another. Which makes for a really 
interesting Hamptons real estate mar- 
ket as we enter the summer season. 

“T’ve had sellers who, when we didn’t 
receive offers, they attributed it to the 
price being too low and wanted to in- 
crease their price,” says Mala Sander of 
the Corcoran Group. Sander explains 
that these sellers are looking to buy in 
other markets, like Florida, which are 
similarly experiencing low supply and 
increases in pricing. Echoing Hofer, 
Sander further explains that sellers see 


which has caused some bit- 
ter feelings that are coming out 
in negotiations. 

“It’s not just the buyers that are ex- 
hausted, but the agents are as well,” 
reports Nanette Hansen, Brokerage 
Manager of Sotheby’s International 
Realty. 

Many agents have shared with 
Hamptons Market Data that, start- 
ing a couple months ago, they began 


- experiencing cases where early listing 


activity called for a sealed bid, yet only 
one or no bids ended up being submit- 
ted. Additionally, other contract terms 
such as remedying compliance issues 
and working out closing time frames 
have caused some deals to recently fall 
apart, where in 2020, they likely would 
not have. 

Buyers have set tighter limits on how 
far they are willing to go and have got- 
ten clear on what type of property they 
are willing to go to greater lengths to 
purchase, and which they will not. For 
the lucky buyers who find an available 
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home that they love, 
they are still going above 
and beyond to secure 
the deal, including offer- 
ing incrementally more 
than today’s market 
value. Regardless of the 
type of buyer or what 
they are looking for, the 
emotional and irrational 
buying is over and buy- 
ers are more cautious. 

Though there are still 
plenty of buyers circling 
the market, it seems that what we 
see now is pretty much what is left of 
the backlog of the COVID rush. Once 
inventory satisfies this buyer pool, 
it could likely be a return to normal 
market cycles, but not necessarily a de- 
crease in pricing. 

This wasn’t a financial bubble. It was 
a lifestyle change supported by real 
wealth and there likely won’t be a need 
for people to offload these purchases 
due to a financial crisis the way they 
needed to in 2008. The offloading ‘is 
what caused prices to plunge leading 
into the Great Recession. 

Instead, Hamptons Market Data and 
local agents tend to agree that while it 
is likely some of 2020’s emotional buy- 
ers may end up selling sooner rather 
than later, as more people get vacci- 
nated and more of the country opens 
up, a mass rush to sell doesn’t seem 
likely when considering all conditions 
together. 

Hamptons Market Data has noticed 


“what appears to be an uptick in trades 


recorded that never made the listing 
databases, and we started paying closer 
attention to listings that were going 
into contract within 10 days. 

“What we see happening now is the 
market is moving so fast, local agents, 
regardless of the brokerage they work 
with, are communicating and collabo- 
rating directly with one another more 
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now than ever before,” says Hansen. 

In ramping up on this collaboration, 
agents are able to measure serious in- 
terest before a listing goes live on the 
internet, often resulting in helping the 
seller and buyer achieve their goals 
quickly and quietly. In a market where 
everyone is exhausted, this method of 
sale has become increasingly appealing 
to both buyers and sellers. 

“I have to pick up the phone to find 
listings,” confirms Sander. “Our listing 
data is not accurate. Actually, it’s quite 
horrific. I get phone calls from other 
agents with buyers asking if I have any 
new listings coming to the market soon, 
but I also will call agents who I know 
have ready and qualified buyers when 
I’m preparing a listing for the market.” 

Today, it is in a seller’s best financial 
interest to put their property on the 
market and allow as many interested 
buyers to view and consider:a bid as 
possible. However, for many serious 
sellers who already have their next step 
planned, and may have timing con- 
cerns of their own, a quick, easy and 
secure sales transaction can often be 
more valuable than the marginal price 
increase they may (or may not) get by 
putting the house on the market. 

New listings have been on the rise 
since the beginning of April, yet this 
has not yet seemed to impact increas- 
es in pricing. Rather, it has caused a 
plummet in the median days to con- 
tract from a typical—240 days to—60 
days and an increase in the number of 
contracts being signed this spring com- 
pared to late winter (+20%). 

Not all listings make it to the inter- 


net, but they almost always make it 


into the agent community. In today’s 
real estate market, getting a heads up 
on new listings followed by profession- 
al and experienced guidance on how 
to approach a negotiation relevant to 
today’s market, could very likely be the 
difference between securing and losing 
the deal.

Scratching (Sculpting, Stitching and Staining) 
the Surface concludes on June 30, but not before 
it’s joined by RMFA Southampton’s second summer 
show, Reality...and Then Some, which debuts on 
June 5 and runs through July 25. ° 

This second exhibition serves as a survey of Re- 
alist, Pop and Surrealist painters and is diverse in 
both the subject matter of works on display and also 
the techniques used to bring these pieces- to life. 
Hyperrealist painters include Daniel Pollera, Seth 
Tane and CP Stevens—each precise and meticulous 
in their recreations of a moment in time, from a sun- 


set over Shinnecock Bay to a bustling NYC street.. 


While Elise Remender, Shay Kun, Bruce Evans and 
Andriy Halashyn also utilize hyperrealism in their 
works, they incorporate a great deal of Pop culture 
iconography into their compositions, giving the fin- 
ished pieces more of a surrealistic aesthetic. Shane 
McAdams, Scott Allen Roberts and Samara Shuter 
are even more loosely realistic still, adding many ab- 


stract elements and striking palettes to their figura- — 


tive and scenic works. ‘

without a carefully curated selection of sculptural — 


works to accompany the terrific two-dimensional 
pieces.

Guild Hall’s 90th Anniversary

Ly uild Hall celebrates its landmark 
goth anniversary this year, and 
has prepared a massive summer sea- 
son and beyond to celebrate. With 
names such as Mercedes Ruehl, Har- 
ris Yulin, Bob Balaban, Alec Baldwin, 
G.E. Smith, Michael Urie, Mike Birbig- 
lia, Laurie Anderson, Kathleen Chalf- 
ant and many others set to grace the 
theater during the summer season, 
Guild Hall’s 90th anniversary may be 
one of its biggest yet. 

With an ambitious summer season 
that comes just as the country begins 
to heal in earnest from the COVID-19 
pandemic, Dan’s Papers spoke to Ex- 
ecutive Director Andrea Grover, John 
Drew Theater Artistic Director Josh 
Gladstone and Chief Creative Officer 
Amy Kirwin about the storied East 
Hampton institution’s past, present 
and future. 

Founded in 1930 after a dedica- 


tion of land and financial gift by Mary 


Woodhouse, Guild Hall has always 
been interdisciplinary, with perform- 
ing arts, education and a museum, 
which Grover and the team wanted to 
honor..“We’ve been working on a stra- 
tegic plan since last year,” says Grover. 
“Tt really calls for acknowledging that

Guild Hall was one of the first inter- 
disciplinary centers in the country 
to combine a museum, a theater and 
education space in equal measure, and 
also that its civic role has been very 
prominent. It’s equal parts a civic cen- 
ter as it is an arts center.” 

The arts world had to adapt in 2020, 
with most theaters shutting down and 


going virtual. This year, as pandemic _ 


restrictions are being eased, Gladstone 
has curated an expansive program of 
plays and musical performances to 
be conducted on the outdoor stage of 
the John Drew Backyard Theater. The 
16-by-16 foot stage near the theater’s 
stage door will showcase the talents of 
major A-list actors and musicians who 
love performing for Guild Hall. “There 
are 90 years of built-up goodwill 
among artists,” says Gladstone, who 
notes that Guild Hall has always been 
a playground for artists. “We know 
where we are. We serve an East End 
community where you can’t go from 
driveway to driveway without bump- 
ing into an artist. They're everywhere! 
They're hanging out. Laurie Anderson 
lives up the block from me, for God’s 
sake. I just dropped scripts off in the 
mailbox of Talia Balsam and John 
Slattery. That’s always been the case 
for Guild Hall.” 


Kirwin, an arts vet- 
eran in the Hamptons, 
having worked with 
Southampton Arts Cen- 
ter for many years, was 
brought in to help the 
team form a singular 
and unified vision. “This 
was a really great time to 
be brought into the team 
andaperfecttimeforme | 
tojoininthisnewroleto j; 
create a cohesive mes- 
sage about our 90 years 
and the strength of the 
past, the excitement of 
the present and the in- 
credible future we have 
being on the forefront of 
the arts,” she says. 

Grover adds, “Guild Hall has a great 
culture and great brand recognition. 
Performing or exhibiting at Guild Hall 
is not that far from Carnegie Hall or 
Lincoln Center. It doesn’t have the 
square footage but it is almost a par- 
allel history to those most storied in- 
stitutions. It’s at an incredibly human 
scale where it’s appropriate for this 
moment where we want to have direct 
contact with other humans. So the 
thought of going to a little theater feels 
a lot more healing and transformative

than going into an arena.” 

That Guild Hall is celebrating such 
a. massive milestone in the midst of a 
pandemic ‘is in keeping with the the- 
ater’s history. “Guild Hall opened at 
the height of the Great Depression. So 
Mrs. Woodhouse’s gift was magnani- 
mous. Everything that’s spawned here 
is committee-run, and those commit- 
tees were often the artists themselves. 
Mary Woodhouse was extremely 
modest. In 1931, she said all of two 
sentences and had to be sort of forced 
to do it. It was not a vanity project. It 
came out of this sense of civic respon- 
sibility to give back some of the suc- 
cess her family had enjoyed.” 

Guild Hall is also preparing a short 
documentary produced by . Matador 
Productions, as well as a book about 
the center’s history. “The past 90 years 
are preparing us for this anniversary 
and the pandemic has been making us 
rethink how we make everything hap- 
pen,” says Grover. “So it’s lighter fluid 
for the fire.”

In June, Guild Hall will begin its 
outdoor Play in the Garden the- 
ater series with live performances at 
8 p.m., for a limited audience/Lawn 
Circle seats (to also be livestreamed/ 
made available online). The series will 
showcase works of Edward Albee, Kurt 
Vonnegut, Wendy Wasserstein and 
Tom Wolfe (Albee was Artistic Direc- 
tor of Guild Hall’s theater in the 1970s, 
Vonnegut, Wasserstein and Wolfe were 
also involved with Guild Hall during 
their careers and all four are members

of Guild Hall’s Academy of the Arts). 
The series starts with a Weekend of 
Wasserstein, featuring two works from 
the celebrated playwright, from June 
4-5. June 11 will be a staged reading 
of Happy Birthday, Wanda June by 
Kurt Vonnegut, the storied author’s 
first play from 1970 that was later 
adapted into a film in 1971. The series 
will continue with Michael Urie and 
his partner, Ryan Spahn, starring in 
Albee’s seminal classic The Zoo Story 
from July 8—11, A Night with the Wolfe 
on July 23 celebrates Tom Wolfe. Five- 
time Tony winner and Academy of 
the Arts member Susan Stroman will 
direct three unique live theater events 
August 27-29, and Labor Day Week- 
end, September 3-4, will be the pre- 
miere of new play Crisis in Queens by 
Joy Behar. On September 16—18 will be 
Temptation and Other Tales: An Eve- 
ning of One-Acts written and directed 
by Lyle Kessler starring Richard Kind, 
Raye and Sawyer Spielberg and Marga- 
ret Ladd. ;

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Eric Fischl’s Saints of Sag Harbor: 
A 10-part Series

“he religious past and the art-as-religion future 
have intersected within the walls of the Sag 
Harbor Church, a former house of worship turned 
cultural hub, with famed artists/activists April 
Gornik and Eric Fisch] as the founders of the move- 
ment to create and open the space, and Sara Cochran 
as executive director. 
The soaring Sag Harbor Church is home to 20 


windows—the center of each a large square of 
glass—it is there, explained Fisch] while The Church 
was still undergoing renovations last year, where the 
“arts saints of Sag Harbor, the dead saints, will be 
canonized.” 

The Church is now comple and prominently dis- 
plays Fischl’s depictions of the 20 saints. His artistic 
contribution to the historical narrative of those of 
who were drawn to the East End by the light and 


natural beauty as a vortex of creativity shine down 
from the portals surrounding the space. | 

Dan’s Papers will spotlight two windows a week 
for the next 10 weeks, with Fischl’s light-hearted re- 
sponses when asked the irreverent question, “What 
would this luminary be the patron saint of, besides 
Sag Harbor?”

Daisy Tapley (1882-1925) 


“Daisy Tapley is the saint of Black gay female recording artists, and should 
be seen as a role model for a life lived in pursuit of self-definition,” says Fisch. 


Daisy Tapley was an African-American contralto singer and pianist. A musical 
prodigy, Tapley (née Robinson) was raised in Chicago where she studied piano 
and organ with celebrated musicians including Clarence Eddy, Emil Liebling 
and Pedro Tinsley. After marrying vaudeville musician Henri Green Tapley in 
1901, they toured the British Isles. On that tour was a young soprano, Minnie 
Brown, who eventually became Daisy’s same-sex partner. 

While in the United Kingdom, Daisy had the opportunity to meet the eminent 
Afro-British composer Samuel Coleridge-Taylor, as well as her idol, contralto 
Dame Clara Ellen Butt. Butt encouraged Daisy to abandon vaudeville and pur- 
sue the career she was trained for as a classical musician. Following that advice, 
Daisy set up a studio in her Harlem apartment and established a thriving music 
practice where she taught voice and keyboard. 

In 1910 Daisy made history by being the first African-American woman to re- 
cord commercially. Tapley became prominent in many social movements of her 
time including leading roles in the 1917 NAACP-sponsored Silent March to pro- 
test African-American racial violence; the Anti-Lynching movement, and she 
planned and participated in many fundraising concerts to assist causes which 
benefitted racial justice. By the early 1920s, she had become New York’s musical 
maven with a national reputation as a classical performer. She died from ovar- 
ian cancer in 1925 and is buried in Sag Harbor, where she kept a summer home.

Spalding Gray (1941-2004) 


“Spalding Gray,” says Fischl, “is the saint of the brilliant 
and deceptively desultory spoken word narrative.” 


Gray was an American actor and writer, known for his auto- 
biographical monologues which he wrote and performed for 
the theater, most notably The Wooster Group, in the 1980s 
and ’90s. 

Gray achieved celebrity status for his monologue Swim- 
ming to Cambodia, which was adapted into a film in 1987 by 
filmmaker Jonathan Demme. Other one-man shows by Gray 
that were captured on film include Monster in a Box, directed 
by Nick Broomfield, and Gray’s Anatomy, directed by Steven 
Soderbergh. 

His death in 2004 is widely considered to have been suicide 
by drowning after Gray leapt from the Staten Island Ferry 
into the East River. His neurologist, Oliver Sacks, said that he 
had more than once spoken of what he called a “creative sui- 
cide.” A documentary by Soderbergh, And Everything Is Go- 
ing Fine, compiled of film and video clips of Gray’s early life 
and career, was released in 2010. 

Gray was deeply enamored of Sag Harbor, and his widow, 
Kathleen Russo, and his children, still live in the historic 
village.

EGG WASH 
* 4organic eggs, well beaten 


Bring three cups of canola oil to 
325 degrees in a cast iron pan. 

Take the chicken from the brine 
and shake off excess liquid. Place 
in dredging mixture and coat very 
well.

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fackson's Beef Ferky: 
EH High School 
Business Debuts 
at Sag Harbor 
Farmers Market

igh school is a time in our lives 

when many of us begin explor- 
ing what we could see ourselves doing 
as adults—marine biology, musical 
theater, brand marketing, fashion de- 
sign, business management and so on. 
As a freshman at East Hampton High 
School, Jackson Baris decided: Why 
wait? Now at age 18, the founder of the 
months-old Jackson’s Beef Jerky may 
just be the youngest legal beef jerky 
entrepreneur in the country, and it all 
started with a happy accident. 

“I was just kind of bored, and I 
wanted to start a company,” Baris 
begins. “Freshman year, my parents 
went vegan, and I had no meat sup- 
ply.” 

As a baseball player with a love of 
beef jerky, Baris thought he’d try his 
hand at making the popular snack, 
but things didn’t go as planned—they 
went unbelievably better. “I basically 
made it all on accident, which is kind 
of like the biggest joke of this entire 
thing,” he says, explaining his at- 
tempt to make his first batch of jerky 
in an oven, rather than the traditional 
dehydrator method. “Most jerky 
is made in a dehydrator where the 
moisture is taken out, and that’s what 
makes it so dry, but the difference in 
this jerky is that it’s like cooked steak. 
It’s the difference between a three- 
day-old refrigerated steak and a nice, 
fresh steak.” 

Even in those early days, 
organic and ethically made 
ingredients were a no-brainer, 
though Baris bemoans that 
they were difficult to get a 
hold of. “It’s kind of my own 
goal as a human being to try 
and start a company that can 
take the ethical step and of- 
fer people the ethical price,” 
he says. “The ethical step is 
utilizing regenerative agricul- 
ture, which, through moving 
the cows to separate planes 
of land in certain seasons, 


actually saves the 
soil and _ regener- 
ates the soil so that 
we re not losing the 
top soil. It’s what 
a lot of other com- 
panies are doing. 
I paid four times 
the amount that 
the normal person 
pays for their top 
round.” 

Baris began his R&D phase by sell- 
ing his oven-baked jerky to his friends 
and high school classmates, testing 
a few different recipes before finally 
landing on his ideal flavor: “Forgiv- 
ingly sweet and unforgivingly spicy.” 
However, once he realized the risk 
should someone ever get sick from 
his homemade creation, he went legal 
and founded Jackson’s Beef Jerky, 
LLC using his own savings. “I turned 
down investors because I thought that 
they would only be focused on money, 
which is not what I’m focused on,” 
Baris, the LLC’s sole proprietor, notes. 
“A business’s goal is not just to make 
a profit.” 

When Jackson’s Beef Jerky official- 
ly launched online earlier this year, 
the launch came with a limited-edi- 
tion apparel collection created in col- 
laboration with New York City artists 
and a social media push that included 
a TikTok video that quickly went vi- 
ral, creating a brand following almost 
instantaneously. “I am really trying

to have this clothing component to it, 


because when I wear brands, I want 


to wear brands that I represent, not 
like a lot of the brands that I’m forced 
to wear just because of what’s avail- 
able,” he says. The company even re- 
cently sponsored a ski/snowboarding 
team that was eager to wear the ap- 
parel to their competitions. 

As for continued social media mar- 
keting, or lack thereof, Baris simply 
keeps the company Instagram and 
other channels engaging and focused 
on “rebranding jerky to be artisanal, 
small batch, expensive but worth 
the money,” without actually pay- 
ing social media platforms to spread 
his posts to the masses. Despite how 
risky the strategy has proven for 
other brands, he’s been routinely 


selling out jerky restocks in under an 


hour due to the high demand from his 
loyal customer base. “I’m trying not 
to spend money on advertisements— 
I’m trying to grow as genuine as pos- 
sible,” he says. “I don’t want to have 
this company be in front of people’s 
faces who don’t want it, which 
is why the farmers market is 
so important.” : 

On May 22, 2021, Baris de- 
buted Jackson’s Beef Jerky at 
his first physical pop-up—the 
Sag Harbor farmers market, a 
venue he says prides itself on 
locally and ethically sourced 
goods. There, he sells his jerky 
for $20 per 3.5 0z., branded 
tees for $20 and hoodies for 
$45. Jerky samples are also 
available. 

After the summer season, 


he’s considering bringing his jerky 
to the Union Square farmers market. 
As for getting his product on store

shelves, Baris currently has no plans - 


due to the jerky’s fresh, organic in- 
gredients and expensive, time-con- 
suming creation process. “Keeping 
it fresh is really important, which is 
why I’m kind of negligent to get it in 
stores right now,” he says, emphasiz- 
ing the jerky’s flavor at its freshest. 
“I have never had a better beef jerky 
than my own beef jerky, and I wish 
that I could say that somebody else’s 
was better because I would like some- 
body to learn from. ... 1 guess compa- 
nies haven’t done it because it can’t 
be mass-produced easily because of 
the process—the process is very, very 
laborious.” 
Although Baris’s unique oven- 
baked jerky was created by accident, 
the path to creating his high-end, eth- 
ically-sourced, fashion-infused brand 
was forged meticulously and delib- 
erately. “There’s nothing that makes 
me feel better than putting my head 
on the pillow and knowing that I’ve 
worked hard and that everything I’ve 
worked for is representative of me as a 
human being,” he says. “At the end of 
the day, all you want to really be doing

P am Weekes and Connie McDon- 
ald, swimmers and _ triathletes, 
needed the necessary energy and 
power that comes with long-distance 
competitions. During their workouts 
together, they talked about their love 
of baking, and from those chats, co- 
created the ultimate chocolate chip 
cookie to fuel themselves. Out of this 
came their business, Levain Bakery in 
1995, on the Upper West Side, with the 
Wainscott location in East Hampton 
opening its door to cookie lovers in the 
spring of 2000. 

From the beginning, they baked 
everything fresh on-site each 
day and donated the 
day’s leftovers to

Now, of course, you can get more 
than cookies when you visit Levain at 
any of its eight locations (with more 
to open soon)—there’s a wide selec- 
tion of other baked goods, both sweet 
and savory, but the cookies are still the 
mainstay of the business. And Levain 
Bakery Frozen Cookies recently made 
their debut in Whole Foods Market, 
available now across the country. The 
frozen cookies are made using the 
same recipes as in the bakeries, and 
in addition to the new dark chocolate 
chocolate chip, flavors include the 
best-selling classic chocolate chip wal- 
nut and two chip chocolate chip. 

We spoke with Weekes and McDon- 
ald about this bastion of baking in 
Wainscott. 


What was the thought behind 
opening in the Hamptons? 

We opened our original flagship lo- 
cation on West 74th in 1995. There was 
always a steady stream of visitors, but 
we noticed this slowed in the summers.

My grandma Alice, Martin Luther 
King, Dalai Lama. I would serve vege- 
tables from the garden and key points 
of conversation would include, love, 
empathy and joy. 


What’s your favorite dish to 
prepare, and do you enjoy eating 
it as much as preparing it? 

Dry-aged duck, I do enjoy eat- 
ing it as much as preparing it. This 
process is something my sous chef, 
Nathan Hitchcock, and I have been 
working on for years. We have 
served this dish at a few dif- 
ferent restaurants and 
events. We butcher the 
ducks and remove the 
legs. The backbone is 
cut on an angle and 
the fat is facing up so 
the ribs protect the 
back of the best while 
the skin is the outer layer. 
The ducks are left uncovered 
in the fridge for five days. On day 
five, we add a small amount of salt 
to the trays and “refresh” the tray 
daily. The salt reduces the risk of 
pathogenic growth by dropping 
the moisture content. This process 
of daily refresh is done days five 
through days 18. Finally on day 
14 we brush the duck with some 
Armagnac,

or a kid who was discouraged 
from going into show business, 
Isaac Mizrahi certainly beat the odds. 
“My parents didn’t want me in that 
business and they were really afraid 
of any of their kids going into show 
business,” says Mizrahi.

Stars and host of his own show The 
Isaac Mizrahi Show) while regaling 
audiences with his cabaret act at the 
Café Carlyle in Manhattan and the- 
aters across the country. 

His ISAACMIZRAHILIVE! _ line, 
launched on QVC in 2009 under the 
Xcel Brands Inc. umbrella, is going 
strong, and he continues to express 
himself through music, writing, books, 
cooking and his production company. 

Mizrahi says he is currently most 
excited about several projects in de- 
velopment, “one, a scripted series, and 
the other, two more of a reality thing.” 

We caught up with Isaac Mizrahi 
via Zoom from his home in Bridge- 
hampton where he has spent most of 
the past year. His passions and talents 
seem endless, and he says he “works 
to relax.” At once affable, energetic, 
self-effacing and hilarious, he exudes 
love for New York City and the Hamp- 
tons, his husband Arnold Germer and 
their two dogs (not necessarily in that 
order). 

Does it surprise people you

Describe your act and the 
music you favor. 

I work with incredibly distinguished 
jazz musicians, and what we do is a 
kind of classical jazz arranging of all 
kinds of songs, from Irving Berlin to 
Madonna. The shows I do are strung 
together with these songs and a lot 
of stories and dirt that I tell on stage. 
That’s really what’s fun—connecting 
with the audience. 

What was life like for you 
growing up in Brooklyn? 

I come from a Sephardic Jewish 
background in Brooklyn—they’re sort 
of affluent, they don’t look like typical 
Orthodox Jews. When I was growing 
up, my parents really weren’t ortho- 
dox but the Yeshiva that I went to (Ye- 
shiva Flatbush) was. It was very, very 
confusing. 

I couldn’t have been in a worse en- 
vironment for me growing up. I don’t 


- know how I did it. I got very good at 


defending myself. It wasn’t just bul- 
lying that happened from my peers— 
rabbis were bullying me, parents were 
bullying me—they didn’t know what 
to make of me. Like I said, I was do- 
ing female impersonations, and I had 
puppet shows and I used to draw these 
crazy pictures and was always having 
tantrums. I was a monster because I 
was in the wrong environment. 

This one teacher was so wonderful. 
She understood I was in the wrong 
place. She helped me get to the Per- 
forming Arts High School in Manhat- 
tan. It was one of the great experiences 
of my life. It made me who I am today. 

How did the fashion part of 
you come out and evolve? 

I’ve always been good at it. I started 
making puppets, and I was good at 
sewing, and learned how to sew that 
way.

I went to Parsons (School of De- 
sign), and then directly out of Parsons 
I got the best job. I worked for Perry 
Ellis, and I worked for him for a long 
time, then all these other jobs until I 
started my own company in 1986. 

What was it like for you coming 
out? 

It did not go well. My mother told 
me, “Don’t tell your father,’ and the 
shrink I was seeing said, “Don’t tell 
your father.” I felt very absolved— 
*This is not my decision to make; I 
am. not telling my father, woo-hoo!” 
I’m not going to say that I was lucky at 
20 when he died, but it was a circum- 
stance that made it much easier for me 
to be the kind of human that I am. 

My mother went out and found every 
book she could find about gay people. 
She was disappointed; she cried, of 
course. I think even now she is still not 
going to let go of this concept who I was 
meant to be in her life. I feel very bad 
for her—it’s not easy to live with that. 

I feel legitimately that I am a very 
early gay advocate and icon. I remem- 
ber when I first started in 1986, every- 
one was so scared that I came out in 
this cover story in New York maga- 
zine. This guy who | used to work with 
at Calvin Klein, a publicist, said, “Oh 
darlin’, I’m so sorry they outed you!” 
Three years later there was a cover 
story on k.d. lang with the headline 
“lesbian,” and I saw that publicist Paul 


at a cocktail party, and I said, “See 


that, Paul, I was a lesbian way before 
k.d. lang!” 


How is married life? 
It’s fantastic. I have to say it was hard 


over the pandemic—Arnold wanted to 


get back to the city, I was primarily out 
east, but we worked it out and we are 
so solid right now. I am the luckiest 
thing. I have the best husband. (They 
married in 2011). 

You were honored by the Ani- 
mal Rescue Fund of the Hamp- 
tons in 2019 with the ARF Cham- 
pion of Animals Award. What is it 
about dogs that you love so much? 

They are so funny—they just make 
me so happy. We have two dogs, Dean 
who is a senior (15 or 16) and Kitty, who 
is about 5. 

Part of what made me a permanent 
resident of Bridgehampton is my in- 
volvement with animals. In 2000, 
when we got Harry from a rescue, 
that’s when I began to come here in the 
middle of the winter for days; other- 
wise I was too scared to be alone, but 
with Harry (who is since gone) I just 
felt this was a great place. He loved it. 
And I love it. And then when Arnold 
and I married, he got Dean. 

What are you most proud of? 

When we got our dog Kitty, named 
after Kitty Hawks who brought me into 
the world of rescue dogs, she was very 
skittish, terrified, and within the first 
two to three years, she was good. She is 
now the most well-adjusted, hilarious 
girl—that’s what I’m most proud of.

Artists & Writers Game Is Back

an’s Papers is proud 
to be a sponsor of 
the 72nd annual Artists & 
Writers Charity Softball 
Game, which is sched- 
uled to return to Herrick 
Park on Newtown Lane 
in East Hampton at 3 
p-m. on August 21. Besides baseball 
that day, there will be food and drink, 
a place for spectators, money raised 
for good causes and a whole lot of fun 
for all packed into nine innings. 
This is the oldest annual softball 
game in the Hamptons. The first game 


was played in 1948 in the backyard of. 


the home of artist Wilfrid Zogbaum 
in Springs, and was attended by some 


of the greatest artists of the day. They ~ 


included Franz Kline, Philip Pavia, 
Jackson Pollock, Willem de Kooning 
and Joan Mitchell. It was a softball 
game without anyone keeping score. 
And it did include a small grapefruit 
painted white which was swapped out 
with the real softball and pitched to 
de Kooning, who with a mighty swing 
splattered it all over himself. 

Paintings by some of these artists 
fetch as much as $100 million today 
when they go up for sale. Springs, at 
that time, had become the center of 
Abstract Expressionism, which took 
the art world by storm in the late 
1940s and 1950s. The artists said the 
north light in Springs was unmatched 
for what they wanted to do. 

The game was moved to a sandlot 
baseball diamond in Herrick Park in 
East Hampton in the 1960s. It has 
been played every year in that same 
spot since. 

Over the years, a wide variety of 
artists, writers, billionaires, actors, 
actresses, directors and producers 
have played. There have also been 
politicians who have played, includ- 
ing presidential candidates and future 
presidents of the United States. 

Attending, umpiring or playing 
over the years have been Paul Simon, 
Pele, Carl Icahn, Alec Baldwin, Bianca 
Jagger, Regis Philbin, Chevy Chase, 
Christie Brinkley, Mort Zuckerman, 
Lori Singer, Ken Auletta, Bill Clinton, 


Alan Alda, Mike Lupica, 
Roy Scheider, Eli Wallach, 


James Jones, Rudolph 
Guiliani, Gwen Verdon, 
George Plimpton; Ben 


Bradlee, Matthew Broder- 
ick, Peter Jennings, Abbie 
Hoffman and Yogi Berra. 
Heavyweight challenger 
Gerry Cooney played for a 
couple of years. All have or have had 
places or have rented out here. 

I have many memories of this game. 
I played for the Writers beginning in 
1968, then got traded to the Artists in 
1973. I think my lifetime record as a 
player was three singles in 14 at bats. 

Beginning around 1975, I began 
umpiring the game calling balls and 
strikes from behind the mound along 
with some of the “guest” umpires and 
other celebrities. I continue to do so. 

Here are some memories I have, in 
no particular order. 

The great songwriter and performer 
Paul Simon went back and back in 
deep left center field, leaped up and 
reaching over the snow fence, caught 
a towering drive, turning a home run 
into an out one year. He also fell to the 
ground, having first landed as he came 
down on the wooden snow fence that 
serves as the wall out there. People 
ran out there. Fortunately, he was only 
slightly injured. What a catch. 

I once called Christie Brinkley out 
on strikes. She missed three, so we 
gave her a fourth and a fifth. Every-

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body wanted to see her run to first, but 
it was not to be that year. 

One of the great heroes in American 
politics in the 1960s was Eugene Mc- 
Carthy, the Wisconsin senator, who 
challenged and then nearly beat sit- 
ting President Lyndon Johnson in a 
primary as he began his campaign to 
run for re-election. Johnson changed 
his mind about running after that en- 
counter with McCarthy. He had been 
largely responsible for the disastrous 
Vietnam War. Four years later in 


- 1972, Eugene McCarthy played first 


base for the Writers. He was an edi- 


~ tor at Random House at that time. 


He split the back of his shorts slid- 
ing into second in the fifth inning. He 
played the rest of the game that way. 
Abbie Hoffman, the famous hippie, 
played in the game in 1972. He lived 
in these parts in those days. He took a 


ball and a strike and then “stole” first, — 


then refused to leave. He got ejected 
from the game, tipping his hat as he 
jogged off. : 

For many years in the 1990s and 
2000s, a great pitching duel took place 
every year between actor Roy Scheider 
for the Artists and billionaire Mort 
Zuckerman for the Writers. I called 
balls and strikes behind both of them. 
Zuckerman was fiery and short tem- 
pered. Scheider just had a lot of fun. 
Both were very good pitchers. 

Actor Eli Wallach, standing ramrod 
straight in tennis whites at the age of 
88, perfectly called balls and strikes for 
four innings without an error. 

There have been plenty of umpire 
mistakes over the years. Probably the 
most difficult for me was one year 
when George Plimpton, playing first 
base, wandered over into the crowd 
sitting on the grass along the first base 
line to catch a high foul ball. As it came 
down, actress Lori Singer, who was 
playing for the Artists, stood up and 
knocked the ball away from him, lead- 


ing to my calling it a foul ball, which 
I soon reversed to an out. That call 
cleared the sidelines in protest. But I 
stood my ground. 

One year I very much enjoyed calling 
billionaire Carl Icahn out on strikes.. 
He took the third one with the bat still 
on his shoulder. An excellent pitch it 
was, too. 

We've played through rain squalls 
and blazing heat. One game went 17 
innings. A number of the games have 
been featured in The New York Times 
and Time magazine. 

Sportscasters narrate the game from 
a table behind the backstop. Banter 
goes back and forth. My favorite com- 


‘mentators over the years were PR ge- 


nius John Scanlon and TV executive 
Sir Howard Stringer. 

Here’s one exchange that came over 
the loudspeaker one year as writer 
Walter Isaacson came up to the plate. 

Scanlon: Isaacson is much taller 
than he looks. 

Stringer: Winner of four Pulitzer 
Prizes. 

Scanlon: Author of Spinoza’s Ethics. 

Stringer: His works will be read long 
after Shakespeare’s are forgotten. 

Scanlon: But not before. 

After most of those games, all the 
players and umpires would walk up 
through the park to The Laundry res- 
taurant for beers on the patio and the 
announcement by Lief Hope of the 
player of the game. 

One year, the announced winner had 
gone straight home without stopping at 
the restaurant. Lief had a monstrously 
large bottle of white wine, called a Je- 
roboam, for him. But since he wasn’t 
there, Lief gave it to me. I never even 
knew what a Jeroboam was. And it was 
quite a feat to get it out to my car.

er materials.” —Dan’s Papers, August 
8, 1978. 

Forty-three years ago on a sunny 
afternoon, the first annual Dan’s Pa- 
pers Kite Fly debuted on Peter’s Pond 
Beach in Sagaponack. A week later, a 
brief report about it appeared in Dan’s 
Papers as a caption beneath a collage 
of photographs of the kites construct- 
ed by the winning entries. 

“About 150 people attended 
this event, and 21 of them received 
prizes for their imaginative kites. 
The ‘kite’ at top left by the way, was a 
large rock with a face painted on it. It 
won the award in the ‘most relaxed’ 
category.” 

This is one of the longest continu- 
ally running events in the Hamptons 
and this year it continues to be held 
free of charge for you and your kids— 
COVID rules required—on Sunday, 
August 8, 2021, at 5 p.m. on Sagg 
Main Beach. You’ve heard of the 
Running of the Bulls? This is the Fly- 
ing of the Kites! 

I had established the Kite Fly all 
those years ago because it tickled me 
that having an official and fun Dan’s 
Papers Kite Fly at the beach was, as 
a matter of fact, exactly the same 
thing as having a group of unrelated 
beachgoers having fun flying kites at 
the beach without anything official. It 
would be officialdom free—a good thing 
in that age of bellbottoms and hippies. 


We were 
reclaiming 

the beach, and 

nobody could stop 

us. . 
We not only didn’t 
charge anything at that first Dan’s Pa- 
pers Kite Fly, we also found talented 
professionals who offered up their 
services. Gerald Haquebard, a world- 
famous professional kite-flying expert 
gave a demonstration of coordinated 


flight including 45 mph dives and 30 © 


mph climbs. A magician with a red- 
lined black cape came-—the children

surrounded him—and he did tricks. 
We had Strauss’ Blue Danube 
Waltz on a loud speaker, 10 
minutes long, and played over 
and over as our four judges 
mingled in the crowd to 

give away 21 first prizes 

in 21 categories to people 
holding the ends of strings. 
Judges back then included 
painter Priscilla Bowden, art 
gallery dealer Elaine Benson and 
painter Jack Youngerman. Two peo- 
ple on horseback trotted down to the 


top of the dune to watch the competi- 


tion from the Topping Horse Farm. 
And the water skiiers flew by offshore. 
Dan’s Papers volunteers served lem- 
onade and Saratoga Spring Water 
and gave away toys, comic books 

and first prize certificates. Even the 
Lord helped. The Fly occurred during 
a strong wind and a wild ocean with 
10-foot slow rollers. 

This year, the Fly is still free, the 
prizes and surprises remain about 
the same, though we now have the 
Jim Turner Band performing live, a 
series of face painters, other gifts and 
21 first prizes to give away which in- 
clude merchant discount certificates, 
lunches for two at restaurants and 
other things. 

But there are differences between 
then and now, too. The Kite Fly no 
longer takes place at the end of the 
rough, dirt road of Peter’s Pond 
Lane. Some years ago the authori- 
ties asked us to move it over to Sagg 
Main Beach. And though it is still free 


to the public, we pay for permits, for 
bathhouse extended service, traffic 
officers and for liability insurance. By 
the way, the Town agrees not to ticket 
cars without parking stickers for the 
event. Back at that first Kite Fly, there 
were no beach parking stickers yet. 
Now, such stickers are needed for al- 
most any beach parking. 

And then there is me. I haven't 
changed much. You'll still see me 
down there with the rest of the crew 
from Dan’s Papers. Come by and 
say hello. I'll be at the Flight Desk 
there. 

It’s really amazing. Some of the peo- 
ple who have attended this event stop 
by to shake hands and declare they 
had come as children accompanied by 
their parents, then in the 1990s took 
their own kids to the Fly and now they 
are bringing their grandkids. Novelist 
Avery Corman told me he was one of 
those. 

Categories to enter in 1978 were 
for largest, best flying kite, most fu- 
turistic, most artistic, scariest, most 
originally engineered, longest kite, 
littlest kite, most colorful kite, most 
newsworthy, most comfortable, most 
fantastic, most homespun, most po- 
etic, ugliest, most erotic, highest flying 
and most relaxed. 

The categories this year are most 
colorful, highest flying, best nautical, 
oldest kite flyer, youngest kite flyer, 
best homemade kite and most beauti- 
ful kite. 

Hope to see you there—it’s fun, free 
and the kids love it. 
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Anti-Semitism Is Back, ie 
And It’s Not What You Thought It Was

I am deeply troubled, as each and 
every one of us should be, at the recent 
and completely unacceptable uptick in 
anti-Semitism we have witnessed here 
in New York, across our great country 
and in the world. When I look back on 
the past year, I am sometimes afraid 
that we have forgotten who we are. The 
United States of America is a country 
that dares to see beyond the conventions 
prejudice. We are a people who have con- 
stantly striven to make our bond of common humanity stron- 
ger than the forces of animosity. We have E Pluribus Unum as 
a national motto. We fought Hitler and, together with our allies, 
triumphed over the horrors of the Nazis. We share in Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr’s. dream of a truly great nation in which children of 

every race and background join hands as brothers and sisters. 

And even as equality, mutual respect, love, and tolerance con- 
stitute our truest legacy and are our greatest aspirations, the 
Anti-Defamation League reports some of the highest levels of 
anti-Semitic incidents in the last three years. This comes to us in 
a greater context; a context in which we see a tremendous spike 
in anti-Asian hate crimes, a context in which light is shed on the 
violent mistreatment of people of color, a context in which those 
who would peddle hatred and discrimination pose as the defend- 
ers of freedom and prosperity. 

It is time to stop and remember who we are and what we stand 
for. We must stand against anti-Semitism, and we must stand in 
solidarity, not only with our Jewish brothers and sisters who are 
subject to anti-Semitic attacks, but with all who face persecution 
and discrimination. In so doing, we honor our identity as sons 
and daughters of God, bound by our common humanity.

My mother recently gave my five-year-old daughter a Star 
of David necklace as a gift. She wears it proudly and will tell 
anyone who will listen that it means that she’s Jewish. ’m 
now scared to let her wear such an outward symbol of her 
Jewishness in public. 

Over the last few weeks, anti-Semitic violence in the United 

States and around the world has skyrocketed. This surge of 

violent hate crimes is not predominantly the handiwork of neo- 

Nazis on the far right as you might expect; rather they stem mainly from 

“social justice activists” carrying a call to “Free Palestine.” This was the chant as “ac- 

tivists” savagely beat a rabbi in the UK, and it was the war cry of a caravan of demon- 

strators swarming a Beverly Hills sushi restaurant to target Jewish patrons with glass 

bottles and pepper spray. These assailants mixed in the age-old anti-Semitic rallying 

call: “Death to the Jews.” Incidents like these are the forefront of a new wave of anti- 
Semitism. 

Far too often anti-Semites masquerade as activists critiquing Israel. Criticism of Is- 
rael is sometimes warranted and is not necessarily anti-Semitism. But as it happens, it 
far too often is just that. If anti-Israel sentiment had nothing to do with anti-Semitism, 
then we wouldn’t be witnessing the 500% escalation of attacks and vandalism against 
Jews (not Israelis) during and in the wake of the current conflict in Israel. Jews are 
being spit on, assaulted, and called names like “Zionist baby killer” or “Jewish colo- 
nizer.” One of the more popular trending phrases on Twitter right now is “Hitler was 
right,” and these tweets are coming primarily from the leftist groups and individuals 
like CNN contributor Adeel Raja, who recently tweeted: “The world needs another 
Hitler.” What makes this surge of rhetoric and violence particularly disturbing is the 
deafening silence and dearth of support for the Jewish community from the public. 

Anti-Semites always have a way of justifying their views, and typically deny that 
what they are saying is at all wrong. People don’t want to be called an anti-Semite as 
much as they don’t want to be called a racist. For those woke to racism, I ask that you 
please take note of endemic anti-Semitism also. When a Jew tells you that something 
is anti-Semitic, please don’t get defensive and deny it, or what’s worse, try to justify 
your words. Instead, listen, learn and reflect!

Christie Brinkley: 


Embracing Beauty, Business and Beekeeping i in the Hamptons

f anyone can afford to rest on her 
supermodel status, it’s Christie 
Brinkley. 

But peek at her Instagram and you'll 
quickly realize Brinkley is not hanging 
up her swimsuit—or any of her various 
ventures—anytime soon. 

Whether brandishing a beauty wand 
to wipe away facial wrinkles or hold- 
ing up a bottle of her exclusive line of 
organic prosecco, Bellissima, Brinkley 
is busy as a bee—even donning pro- 
tective gear and netting as she shows 
her Insta fans from her backyard in 
Bridgehampton what beekeeping is all 
about. 

She’s not afraid to show her sense 
of humor either, lip-synching on In- 
stagram to an Aretha Franklin tune 
as she embraces life, seemingly on all 
four burners. The supermodel is also 
a super mom, friend, businesswoman 
and earth goddess, raising chickens 
and tending to her organic garden in 
the Hamptons, where she has spent 
most of her time this past year. ' 

Her career, of course, is legendary— 
a model for over 30 years and 45 years 
in the beauty business, she has graced 
500 magazine covers worldwide, and 
is one of the most famous Sports II- 
lustrated swimsuit icons of all time— 
making a splash and a name for her- 
self as the first model to appear on 
three consecutive Sports Illustrated 
swimsuit issues (1979, 1980, 1981). 
The CoverGirl contract she landed in 
1976 marked a 25-year partnership, 
the longest-running cosmetics con- 
tract of any model in history. 

Brinkley’s beauty brand, Brinkley 
Beauty, has grown tremendously over 
the years, and she has tested the wa- 
ters and successfully navigated her ca- 
reer as an actress (Chicago on Broad- 
way, Parks & Recreation, National 
Lampoon’s Vacation), a best-selling 
author (Timeless Beauty) and an en- 
trepreneur. 

At 67, she is living proof that age is a 
simply a number. 

We caught up with Christie Brinkley 
via telephone from her home in the 
Hamptons. She was in good spirits 
and talked about coming out of CO- 
VID-19, her brands, how proud she is 
of her children (Alexa Ray Joel, Sailor 
Brinkley-Cook and Jack Brinkley- 
Cook) and her passion for life and liv- 
ing on the East End. 
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Let’s start with these beauty 
wands. Obviously, you’re gor- 
geous, so we can only imagine 
how many brands must ap- 
proach you. What makes you 
choose a product to endorse or 
partner with? 

It’s funny you say that because, yes, 
I’ve been in this business for 48 years 
and I’ve been pitched almost every- 
thing you can think of, and with the 
wands I actually called them, which 
was a first for me. 

I had been in quarantine, and I 
thought my skin looked like it needed 
a little love. I asked some friends, 
“What are you using; what are you do- 
ing?” One said, “Oh, I’ve been using 
these wands, and they have miracu- 
lously transformed my skin from day 
one, they have redefined my jawline 
and smoothed out my wrinkles,” and 
I thought, “How much can one serum 
do?” 

I said, “I have to try them. ” They 
are three separate wands: An instant 
facial sculpting one, one for the neck 
and one for the jaw/chin. 

Explain how the wands work. 


The wands don’t vibrate or heat up, 


they simply deliver the products to 
you at their peak potency. The propri- 


etary ingredients tell your body to cre- 


ate iresine in a target area—iresine is 


what your body creates in response to 


exercise and is what burns fat in your 
body when you exercise. The company 
(SBLA) found a way to put that in your 
jowls to redefine the jawline and tight- 
en all of that up. 

How long does it take to see 
results? 

The results are instant. I was first 
and foremost impressed with the fa- 
cial wand—from the very moment I 
rubbed it on my forehead, I felt like 


I was ironing out the wrinkles. What 
happens with the facial wand is it has 
plant-based ingredients that “ask” the 
forehead to kind of relax. Then you get 
more long-term ingredients that actu- 
ally tell the body to create more colla- 
gen and elastin that gets into your skin 
on cellular level. 

You are so active. It’s hard 
“keeping up with Christie.” 

I must say I’m not that kind to my 
skin because everything I love doing 
is outdoors.

raw light and see creases and think, 
“Where did those come from?” Luck- 
ily, my eyesight ain’t what it used to 
be [laughs]. That’s' one of the kinder 
touches in aging—just when you need 
a blurry lens, they give it to you! 

Where were you living this past 
year? 

I was out here. I was very, very 
grateful to breathe in the air. My son 
Jack and I were quarantining in the 
Hamptons. And my daughters were in 
the city. 

_Guessing it was the year to 
drink a lot of Prosecco! 

Yes, it was, ha. This summer I have 
a new sugar-free line coming out—it 
is so great, you can’t even believe zero 
sugar in a sparking white wine: 

It is, of course, made with organic 
grapes; it’s also vegan so we don’t filter 
it through animal parts like traditional 
wines. And the GMO packaging means

Drinking sugar is the very worst way 
you can have sugar—it’s the biggest 
glycemic shock to your body. These 
wines are so delicious you wonder why 
you would even bother with wine with 
sugar in it. 

How did you get involved in 
partnering with the Belissima 
prosecco line? 

They asked me! Rich and Ro De- 
Cicco came to me with these delicious 
wines. Ro had been following me on 
Instagram. She and her husband 
found a vineyard in Italy that never 
had chemicals on it, a history clean 
and pure, and they said, “We need 
someone who can speak to the organic 
message,” and Ro said “We're follow- 
ing Christie Brinkley on Instagram, 
and all she talks about is her organic 
garden and why we should be going 
organic.” They said, “We know you 
are an artist and can design the bottle 
and help us from the get-go.” And 
here we are. 

How is your Victory Garden 
coming along? [Brinkley started 
an organic garden years ago in her 
sloping backyard area; during quar- 


antine she decided to terrace the land 
and work the soil producing organic 
fruits and vegetables for her family, 
friends and the local community.] 

It’s great. I learned a lot last year 
about my soil; I dug up all my soil, put 
compost in it, churned it and enriched 
it with all organic ingredients. I’m 
so excited to start planting my little 
seedlings. 

I hope I can continue to give loads 
of food to the food pantries. My chick- 
ens have been producing—bringing 
my eggs to the food pantries is a big 
hit. It’s really exciting to be able to 
help a lot of people. You would never 
guess the Hamptons have food inse- 
curity and really need us to be good 
neighbors. 

How are you feeling and where 
do you plan on spending your 
summer? 

I’m feeling well, the kids are well— 
everybody is good. I’m hoping for a 
better season, it’s been a trying time. I 
plan on being here and seeing friends 
and having meals together again in 
our double vaxxed space and let the 
world start to normalize and get back 
to where we were—hopefully in a bet- 
ter place than where we were.

How did your 
relationship with 
Bay Street Theater 
come to be? 

My husband Jay and 
I have known Tracy 
Mitchell, the execu- 
tive director, for many 
years, and we love the 
work that Bay Street 
presents.

How did Bay Street Theater 
manage during its shutdown? _ 

Asallthe Broadway productions I was 
personally involved in closed, I along 
with thousands of others felt the shock 
and pain of the actors, crew, costume 
makers, set designers, wig makers, 
makeup staff, choreographers, direc- 
tors, musicians, stage managers, light- 
ing crews, sound designers—and, yes, 
dry cleaners and restaurant workers, 
and a myriad of others who serve the 
industry. We saw the fear and distress 
ramp up; 87,000 performers were out 
of business overnight. My established 
shows, To Kill a Mockingbird; Ham- 
ilton; Moulin Rouge; Tina, the Tina 
Turner Musical; Aint Too Proud—the 
Life and Times of the Temptations all 
shuttered. Mrs. Doubtfire and Diana, 
the Musical—about Princess Diana 
and the royal love triangle—were in 
previews and they shut down. They 
will all be coming back, I’m thrilled to 
say, and Diana is going to premiere 
on Netflix on October 1, which is the 
first time a film of a play will precede 
its on-stage opening. It will start pre- 
views on December 1, with a planned 
opening of December 16. I’m told the 
actors may not be allowed to attend

the opening night party, if there is one. 


Opening nights will be different, that’s 
for sure—at least for the fore- 
seeable future.

I’m currently on the board of the 
Gulfshore Playhouse in Naples, Flor- 
ida, where we're planning to break 
ground this fall on a state-of-the-art 
theater. It’s been a long time com- 
ing—about seven years of planning and 
fundraising, and permitting and meet- 
ings with our city council, and working 
on changes to comply with building 
codes—but we're thrilled to be adding a 
new cultural venue to our ever-growing 
community. It will be an Equity the- 
ater, and we will bring in talent from 
New York and other prestigious the- 
aters to provide Broadway-quality per- 
formances in all genres. In many ways, 
this reminds me of the new theater that 
Bay Street Theater is working to build. 
At Bay Street, we're performing in a 
space we don’t own, which presents a 
myriad of issues in terms of upkeep and 
building repair, and we've outgrown it.

Other passions of mine are our two 
“fur kids”—as I like to call them—our 
dogs, Princess Diana Claire and Teeny 
Weeny Tiny Terror Tina, named af- 
ter two of my Broadway shows that 
closed due to the pandemic. Unlike the 
pandemic, they have brought us joy, 
laughter and great respect for parent- 
ing.

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Celebrating 
New York’s 


Medical 
History

N ew York has a rich medical history. 

Bellevue, now part of N.Y.U., opened in 
1736 and is the oldest hospital in America. The first 
American medical journal, The Medical Repository, 
was published in NY in 1797. The National Institutes 
of Health started as The Hygienic Laboratory on 
Staten Island in 1887. Established in 1768, the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons at Columbia Uni- 
versity, then named King’s College, is one of the old- 
est medical schools in this country, second only to 
the University of Pennsylvania, which opened three 
years before. 

SUNY Downstate Medical School, called Long 
Island Hospital at the time, was the first to have 
a medical school next door to a teaching hospital. 
It was also where the stethoscope was introduced 
into the United States by Austin Flint, who has a 
heart murmur named after him. 

The Johns Hopkins School of Medicine was 
founded in 1893 by four distinguished physicians. 
While the story ends in Baltimore, it starts in New 
York. “The Big Four” included Sir William Osler 
(“the father of American medicine”), William Hal- 
stead (“the father of modern surgery”), William 
Welch and Howard Kelly. Drs. Welch and Halstead 
both graduated from the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons at Columbia in 1875 and 1877, respec- 
tively. Both men trained in Europe after medical 
school, but did not meet until they were both back 
in New York and working at Bellevue. Dr. Halstead 
also pioneered the use of local anesthetics. 

Cystic fibrosis was first identified: by Dr. Dorothy 
Andersen in 1935, while she was the Chief of Pa- 
thology at New York Presbyterian/Columbia. 

While working at Columbia’s Neurological In- 
stitute in 1936, Drs. H. Houston Merritt and Tracy 
Putnam discovered that the drug phenytoin could 
be used to treat epilepsy. The leading antiepileptic 
at the time was phenobarbital, which left patients 
extremely sedated. Because phenytoin didn’t cause 
sedation, it quickly became the anticonvulsant of 
choice; the drug remains popular to this day. 

Dr. George Papanicolaou, a Greek-American 
pathologist at New York Hospital, discovered that 
cervical cancer could be seen by microscope in 
swabs taken from the cervix of guinea pigs in 1928. 
In 1943, he published a book on using the epony- 
mous Pap Smear to routinely screen women for 


cervical cancer, which has saved millions of lives 
worldwide. 

In 1943, the bacteriologist Balbina Johnson dis- 
covered the antibiotic ointment Bacitracin § that 
remains a staplé in medicine cabinets across the 
country since 1948. Dr. Allen Whipple of Columbia 
invented a surgery for removing pancreatic cancer 
in a single (but difficult) procedure, which he pre- 
sented in 1945. The Whipple is still the most com- 
mon surgical treatment for pancreatic cancer. 

Dr. Virginia Apgar created the Apgar score as a 
way of assessing the health of newborn babies. In 
1965, Drs. Andre Cournand and Dickinson Richards 
from the cardiology department at Columbia won 
the Nobel Prize in Physiology or Medicine for their 
development of diagnostic cardiac catheterization. 

SUNY Downstate Medical Center in Brooklyn 
was also an early hub of medical innovations, 
particularly in technology. In 1955, Dr. Clarence 
Dennis performed the first successful open-heart 
surgery in the state using a heart-and-lung bypass 
machine. The first dialysis machine, or mechani- 
cal kidney, was made in Holland by William Kolff. 
When the technology came to the U.S. in the 1960s, 
Downstate opened the first federally-funded dialy-

sis center. 

In 1977, Dr. Raymond Damadian, also at Down- 
state in Brooklyn, introduced magnetic resonance 
imaging (MRI) into medicine for the first time. Dr. 
Damadian wanted to scan.the entire body to search 
for cancer, so he built an MRI. His first machine was 
detecting cancer by 1978. MRIs are one of the most 
popular and useful imaging studies in medicine. . 

In 1980 Dr. Robert Furchgott at Downstate dis- 
covered how the innermost lining of blood vessels 
controls contraction and dilation, which raise and 
lower blood pressure, respectively. Dr. Furchgott 
figured out that the endothelial layer produced nitric 
oxide, which acted as a signal for the smooth muscle 
lining vessels to relax. For this work, he shared the 
Nobel Prize in Physiology or Medicine in 1998, His 
discoveries are what led to Viagra. 

In 1967 the first human heart transplant surgery 
was performed at another medical center in Brook- 
lyn, Maimonides. The doctor who performed the 
surgery, Dr. Adrian Kantrowitz, developed other 
useful tools for cardiology including the intra-aortic 
balloon pump. 

Dr. Charles Helman of Brooklyn developed small 
incision cataract surgery with phacoemulsification 
with ultrasound, restoring sight to millions. Arthur 
Kornberg of Brooklyn received the Nobel Prize in 
Medicine in 1959 for his discovery of the mecha- 
nisms of synthesis of RNA and DNA. Nina Starr 
Braunwald of Brooklyn designed and fabricated an 
artificial heart valve and did the first-ever artificial 
heart valve surgery in NYC, at Bellevue. And Dr. 
George Yancopoulos invented monoclonal antibody 
to treat early COVID-19 at Regeneron in New York, 
which proves that medical history is still being made 
in New York.

Private lessons 
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BRIDGEHAMPTON SCHOOL

.f the nearly two dozen school districts on the 

East End, the Bridgehampton School District 
was the only one in which voters rejected a proposed 
budget during local elections held across Long Is- 
land on May 18. 

Since the school board sought a nearly 9% spend- 
ing increase to its $20.6 million budget—well 
above the 2% property tax cap—New York State 
law requires that at least 60% of voters approve the 
measure. But the district fell just short, garnering 
59.28% of the vote, with 150 voting in favor and 103 
opposed. 

Bridgehampton is one of just four districts out 
of 124 across Nassau and Suffolk counties that saw

their spending packages fail at the polls. The other

three were Wantagh, Three Village, and Northport- © 


East Northport. 

The largest budget increase for ther region was the 
Riverhead School District at 10%. The Oysterponds 
School District was the only one that saw its budget 
decrease. 

In addition to the budgets, nearly half of the dis- 
tricts in the Hamptons and on the North Fork had 
propositions on the ballots seeking approval for 
capital expenditures—construction projects that 
go beyond the daily operation of the schools. All of 
them passed. 

Voters approved the Amagansett Union Free 
School District’s request to spend $150,000 to up- 
grade a basketball court and to create a new $2 mil- 
lion capital reserve fund dedicated to energy and 
technology upgrades. 

Other propositions that voters approved were the 
East Quogue School District’s plan to spend up to 
$300,000 to replace an underground fuel oil tank, 
the Hampton Bays School District’s spending $3.5 
million to replace its elementary school roof, Shore- 
ham-Wading River School District’s $7.5 million in 


capital spending on building renovations, the South- _ 


ampton School District’s spending $3.4 million on 
renovations and security upgrades, the Sag Har- 
bor School District’s $15 million worth of district- 
wide renovations, and the Springs School District’s 
spending $1.1 million on a roof replacement. 

In addition, Montauk School District voters ap- 
proved a proposition to reduce from 50 miles to 25 
miles the limit for transportation provided to private 
school students who live in the district.

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Making the Most of Outdoor Spaces

Cc: ome summer, just about everyone 
naturally thinks of getting out in 
the fresh air. But with the growing 
popularity of fire pits, fireplaces, and 
an array of outdoor heaters, people are 
spending more and more time in their 
backyards and extending their living 
space outward. 

To create a seamless interior- 
exterior transition, it’s important to 
incorporate the same furniture style, 
similar textures and color schemes for 
both spaces, says Jodi Dell, owner of 
Jodi Dell Designs, an interior design 
firm with offices in Manhattan and 
Southampton. 

“Tt will extend your design, bring 
the outdoors in, and the indoors out,” 
she says. 


THE GREAT OUTDOORS 

Outdoor living has gone from tradi- 
tional poolside, lounge, and recreation 
areas to spaces that reflect almost ev- 
erything you have inside the home, 
from kitchens to dining, lounging, and 
sporting areas, says Matt Riccoboni, 
chief marketing officer for The Laurel 
Group Fine Landscapes, based in Wa- 
ter Mill and Huntington. 

“Dinner parties have moved out- 
side,” notes Riccoboni, adding that 
banquet-style tables and seating are 
very popular. 

Trendy furnishings include those 
made from multiple materials, such 
as seating with fabric roping, teak legs 
and aluminum accents, or tables with 
glass tops, rustic wooden legs and alu- 
minum frames. 

No longer monotone and utilitarian, 
an entertainment area can include an 
eye-catching fireplace with a TV above 
it, pergola, sectional sofa, and coffee 
table. Mirroring their indoor kitchen 
counterparts, barbecue areas now 
have six-burner stovetops, wall ovens, 
built-in sinks, and garbage disposals. 

“We recommend product matching 
the decor to the design of the space,” 
notes Riccoboni, adding that ultra- 
modern furniture looks right in an 
ultramodern space and resin wicker 
or teak goes well with traditional brick 
and bluestone. 

The perfect design is realized when 
there’s no perceivable break between 
the interior and the exterior, Ricco- 
boni explains.

CREATING THE SPACE 

The key to building out exterior 
rooms is connecting the landscape 
(plantings and gardens) and hard- 
scapes (patios, etc.) with the home’s 
architecture, concurs Craig Donley, a 


: landscape designer at Hicks Nurseries 


of Westbury. 

First, advises Donley, consider the 
exterior space’s adjacencies to the 
house, the location of doors and rooms 
which connect to the outside. Typical- 
ly, the main outdoor entertaining and 
dining areas are positioned outside 
the kitchen and a terrace or patio off a 
living room or bedroom would call for 
a more intimate space, such as a small

sitting area or reading nook. 

“So you're looking at the function- 
ality of it first, the easiest and most 
functional from inside to outside the 
house,” explains Donley. 

Another consideration is what views 
you have from inside the house. 

“Yow re always thinking about catch- 
ing the eye and making a nice vignette 
or view outside of those major views,” 
Donley says. 

Avoid any jarring contrast by match- 
ing paving materials, colors, textures 
and styles from the interior’s adjacent 
interior room to the outside setting. 

“If you have a home which has very 
contemporary materials on the inside

and is very clean lined and sleek, you - 


don’t want to walk outside and have 
a very rustic patio of natural irregular 
paving,” Donley says, adding, “You 
might want to use some sort of stone 
that blends clean lines from the inside 
to the outside.” 

In lieu of actual outdoor walls, hedges, 
trellises or pergolas will help establish 
clearly defined spaces, notes Donley. 
Potted plants, he advises, should be an 
integral part of your decorating scheme.
